Insurgents Repulsed at 


Mello’s Ships Fire on the Town 
an Hour, 


But Government Guns Prevent 
a Landing. 


How the Rebels Escaped from 
the Bay. 


Russie’s Designs on the Danube—Cause of 
‘Prof. Death—A Body from 
the Nyanca—The Don Juan 

Lost at Sea.

LONDON, Dec. 4.—(Copyrighted, 1892, 
by Cable and Associated Press.) The 
Times tomcriow will publieh the fol- 
lowing: 

“Rio de Janeiro, Dec. 3, via Monte- 
vidio, Dec. 7.—Government troops have 
occupied Armacao, which was aban- 
doned by insurgent sailors. On Sunday 
afternoon, the insurgents’ launches at- 
tempted to land a force of men at Ar- 
macao, under cover of the fire of the 
guns of warships Trajano, Jupiter and 
Aquidaban. They were resisted by 
government soldiers, who kept up a 
heavy rifle fire. The sailors were un- 
able to land, and retired with the loss 
of one killed and three wounded. On 
the same day there was a heavy artil- 


latter was well directed, and many 
shells burst within the walls of Santa 
Cruz and San Jose. Villegagnon was 
also hit by many shells, and.one man 
was killed and two wounded. 

“On Monday, 800 government soldiers 
from shelter of the walls and houses at 


attempt of insurgent sailors to secure 
a landing. The insurgent ships fired 
vpon Armacao for an hour, and then 
the parties in the launches made sev- 
eral attempts to land. The fire of the 
government forces was 66 heavy that 
they were compelled to return to their 
ships.

“On Tuesday evening the insurgent

When abreast Fort Santa Cruz 
the Esperanca opened a heavy fire on 
the fort, and the Aquidaban, when 700 
yards from the fort; gave it a full 
broadside. The fire on the ships con- 
tinued with machine and quick-firing 
guns until abreast of Fort Sao Joao. 
Then both opened starboard broadsides. 

“While the ships were passing the 
forts, the insurgent gunners in Fort 
Villegagnon opened a well-directed fire 
on Forts Bage and Sao Joao, bursting 
seven shells over one search-light, and 
damaging it to such an extent the 
light was stopped. After the first 
broadside, the Aquidaban’s heavy 
smoke enveloped the ships and the 
searchlights were unable to penetrate 
it. The Aquidaban did not use her 
searchlight in passing the forts. The 
correspondent visited the Aquidaban 
before he left. and found Mello and his 
officials and crew cheerful, and con- 
fident of ultimate success. The Aquid- 
aban has gone to Desterro to join the 
Republica, and bring the troops north. 
After clearing the forts, the Aquidaban 
threw her search-light upon the mili- 
tary school, which she bombarded for 
half an hour, doing great damage to 
the building. 

“The government fears that Admiral 
Gonsalves, with the warships Tiraden- 
tes and Bahia, now at Montevideo, 
will join the insurgents. Admiral 
Gama has assumed command of the 
insurgent vessels here. An _ insurgent 
manifesto says the victory of the in- 
surgents is certain, and calls upon the 
Brazilian nation to rémedy by force of 
arms the mistakes made in a moment 
of temporary madness on November 15, 
1889. Gen. Pago, a strong monarchist, 
commanding the government troops at 
South Sao Paulo, is reported to be in 
sympathy with the .insurgents. The 
government is unable to find crews for 
the new warships. The state of siege 
has been prolonged until December 25.”’

Colo- 
rado persons did come here 
such a proposition, two months ago, 
but were promptly informed by the 
federal government that it could not 
undertake to treat with the States of 
the American union separately.

TNE CENSUts AND IMMIGRATION. 


Among the contributions to the sub- 
Sect of restriction of immigration, 
which is at wresent attracting much 
attention among thinking people in 
this country, is an article by Henry 
Cabot Lodge tn a recent issue of one 
of the Eastern magazines, upon the 
lessons which may De gathered from 
the census as to the desirability or 
otherwise of the bitlk of our foreign 
immigration. The movement in favor 
of restriction proceeds on two grounds: 
First. that immigration is not only 
excessive. but that its quality is de- 
teriorating: and, second, that there is 
e large body of véry undesirable immi- 
gration which .cught to be shut out, 
because it tends to lower the quality 
of our citizenship, and, by the intro- 
duction of a very low class of labor, 
tends also to reduce unduly and dan- 
gerously American rates of wages. 

Upon the points which touch the 
quality of the immigration, the census 
of 1890 throws a good deal of light, and 
affords some interesting and suggestive 
comparisons, 

The total white population of the 
United States, in 1890, was 54,983,890, 
divided as follows: 

Native parentage 34,358,348 


Foreign parentage 11,503,675 


Expressed in percentages of the total 
white population in the United States, 
the division is as follows: 

Native parentage ......... 62 per cent. 
Foreign parentage ........ 2 

The proportion of undesirable ele- 
ments in these divisions can be shown, 
in part, by a comparison of these per- 
centages with those of like divisions 
{n the criminal and pauper classes, Of 
the convicts in penitentiaries, 48 per? 
eent. are of native parentage, while 52 
per cent. are of foreigp birth and pa- 
rentage; or, in other words, while per- 
sons of foreign birth furnish a little 
more than one-third of the total white 
population of the country, they fur- 
wish more than one-half of the crimin- 
als. 
Of juvenile delinquents, 39 per cent. 
mre of native parentage, and 61. per 
cent, of foreign ‘birth -6r - parentage. 
That is to say, persons of foreign birth 
or parentage are a little more than 
one-third of our population, and yet 
they furnish nearly two-thirds of our 
Juvenile delinquents among the in- 
mates of reformatories. 

Of the paupers in almshouses, 41 per 
cent. are of native parentage, and 59 
per cent. of foreign ‘birth and parent 
age, and of the 59 per cent. of paupers 
of foreign origin, only 8 per cent. are 
born in this country. This is start- 
ling. The foreign: born constitute only 
17 per cent. of our total white popula- 
tion—in round numbers about a sixth— 


and yet they furnish over half of all} 


the paupers in almshouses throughout 
the country. 

The census of 1890 has no statistics 
in regard to the defective classes, so 
that we are unable to get any light 
from it upon physical conditions of our 
immigrants during the last ten years. 
It is, therefore, possible to make com- 
parisons only between the foreign born 
of 1880 and the foreign of 1890 in the 
criminal, delinquent and pauper 
classes. The following table gives the 
comparisons between the percentages:

it will be seen that the percentage 
of criminals of foreign birth has fallen 
off slightly am the last ten years, but, 
wn the other hand, the number of juve- 
nile delinquents of foreign birth has 
increased 4% per cent, since 1880. In 
these two classes there‘has been, com- 
paratively speaking, no marked change 
of percentages; but when we come to 
paupers in almshouses we. find a@ very 
different result. While the percentage 
ef our foreign-born inhabitants to the 
total white population has increased 
only about 2 per eent., the number of 
paupers of foreign birth in our alms- 
houses has increased. 13 per. cent, 

It is scarcely necessary te comment 
upon these figures. They speak for 
themselves, and strongly indorse the 
position which is taken by The Times 
and many of its contemporaries, that 
the time has arrived when a judicious 
restriction should be placed upon the 
immigration which pours into this 
country in such great volume from 
goross the Atlantic.

UNEMPLOYED MEN AND UNIMNPROVED 
LA 


A Santa Monica correspondent, writ- 
ing on the subject of the unemployed, 
Suggests that there is a good opening 
for some of them to be set to work on 
our unimproved lands. The trades are 
crowded, and there is a surplus of 
mechanics, but for some products of 
the soil there is always a market at 
fair prices. Our correspondent thinks 
it would be a good thing if some of the 
millionaires who desire to do something 
for the good of their fellows, would, 
instead of building so many univer- 
sities, use some of their wealth in help- 
ing to remove from the cities thousands 
who are trying to eke out a miserable 
existence, and place them on land 
where they can learn to make for them- 
selves comfortable homes. Our corre- 
spondent also indorses the suggestion 
which ‘The Times has frequently made, 
that the government should undertake 
the reclamation of the arid lands which 
it owns, where thousands of families 
could live in comfort. There is cer- 
tainly a good opening for those who 
wish to do good in removing from our 
large cities some of the people who are 
at present unable to find employment, 
but are willing to cultivate the soil. 
This was one of the branches of hbe- 
nevolent work undertaken by Gen. 
Booth in England, and at Jast accounts 
it had been quite successful. Here, in 
this section, the conditions for such 
work are much more favorable than 
in England. To make such a scheme 
successful, it should not be run on a 
charitable basis, which kills self-re- 
spect of those who profit by it, and at- 
tracts the unworthy. It would simply 
be a matter of assisting people. with 
advances sufficient for them to plant and 
cultivate the land, giving them long 
time to repay,the money at a moderate 
rate of interest. It would possitty 
work with the industrious and well- 
meaning, who might be willing to go to 
the country and grow up with it; but 
it would fail with the professional agi- 
tators, hobos and loafers. ;

“Palms are propagated in  green- 
houses, to some extent, from seeds. 
The latter are extremely hard, and are 
soaked in water for as much as a 
month sometimes. Hot water—not too 
hot, of course—is often used for the 
purpose. When they have sprouted, 
they are planted. But, most of the 
palms which supply the market are 
raised on plantations in milder 
climates, and imported into this coun- 
try when about a foot high. Some 
come from Bermuda, and many from 
Brazil, but Trinidad is a great source 
of supply. They are cultivated in 
fields, planted in rows, and are dug 
up and shipped as soon as they are 
big enough.”’

THE NATIONAL MEET.

He expresses much regret, 
in behalf of the leading agriculturists, 
that no delegate was sent from Chile 
to that convention. Hesays that two 
factors operated against the scheme: 
First, the notice was not received in 
time; and second, the government had 
no fundto meet the cost of sending a

A MINERS’ CHALLENGE 


Colorado and California to [lake 
a Competitive Exhibit. 


A Dangerous Competitor—We [ust Make 
the Very Best Possible Showing 
at the Midwinter Exe | 
position.

SAN FRANCIS8CO, Dec. 5.—California 
is not to be permitted to gather all tne 
laurels of a mining exhivit at the Mid- 
Winter Fair, unless the miners of tne 
State push themselves to the mightiest 
efforts. Colorado is to be a vigorous 
and dangerous competitor for the hon- 
ors and the emoluments which will 
naturally come to the region making 
the most effective display. 
Colorado is particulariy supposed to 
be a silver-prodticting State, and silver 
is Just now somewhat in eclipse But 
the ‘‘battle-born State’ has a dea] of 
reserved energy, and it will bring to 
California an exhibit of its gold-mining 
resources to challenge comparison with 
the exhibit of the Goid State. 
Colorado has arranged to show the 
actual operations of go.id-quartz mining, 
and will spend energy, time and mvuney 
in making that exhimt one of the greac 
attractions of the big fair. Those” in 
charge of the exhibit will be persistent 
and energetic in advertising their 
State’s possibilities and operations. 
hey have issued a bold chalienge, and 
are going about their work as if they. 
intended to win the contest. 
This challenge should stir all Cali- 
fornia miners to renewed endeavors, 
to complete harmony of purpose, and to 
the greatest generosity in the matter 
of contributions. The active commit- 
tee, having in charge this State’s dis 
play, have called for $25,000 in money 
to make that display what it should 
be. In order to cope with Colorado in 
che contest for supremacy they will 
need every cent of that amount. 
The importance of this contest can- 
not be too sertously considered by those 
engaged in mining in California. There 
will be hundreds, and perhaps thou- 
sands of capitalists and their repre- 
sentatives visit the Midwinter Fair for 
the sole purpose of obtaining informa- 
ton -which will lead to investments in 
mining properties. If Colorado is per- 
mitted to make the more impressive 
display the money of these capitalists 
will be directed toward that State. If 
California shows her mineral resources 
at their best, the money will be in- 
vested here. 
So the question is presented: Will 
the miners of California show sufficient 
liberality and energy to outshine and 
eclipse Colorado in the competition? 
The answer is with the miners them- 
selves. On this subject the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner has published the fol- 
lowing editorial: 
A CHALLENGE FROM COLORADO. 
“Colorado is coming to California 
to make a mining exhibit at the 
Midwinter Fair. The ‘battle-born 
State’ will beard the lion in 
his den, and make a display illus- 
trative of its gold-mining and gold pro- 
duction. This very fact should spur 
the mining men of California to re- 
newed endeavors to make their exhibit 
such a one that strangers casting about 
for. points as to the mining industry 
shall not get it into their heads that 
Colorado is the great gold-producing 
State of the Union. The fact that Cali- 
fornia is far in the lead in this par- 
ticular must be made so plain that 
‘the way-faring man, though a fovl, 
need not err therein.’ 
**Mining in California is now in a bet- 
ter condition.than it has been for many 
years. The slump in the price of silver 
and the closing down of so many sil- 
ver mines have @directed a great deal 
of capital toward the  gold-bearing 
ledges and gravel channels of _ this 
State. New mines are being opened 
up in all directions, and workeéon the 
older properties is being prosecuted 
with renewed vigor. This year’s out- 
put of gold bids fair to rival that of 
the years before hydraulicking was 
stopped. 
‘But now, one little slip may check all 
this progress, and that slip may be 
made by having an inadequate and un- 
impressive mining exhibit at the fair. 
It is evident that Colorado intends to 
do her best to win the palm from Cali- 
fornia, right on the latter’s own terri- 
tory. If she should succeed in making 
a more attractive display than Califor- 
nia, foreign capitalists, looking for in- 
vestments, and, naturally, seeking a dl- 
rectory of such things in the Midwinter 
Fair, wtil surely take their money to 
Colorado in preference to investing it 
here. Thus, the movement which now 
promises such tremendous results to 
California will be retarded, and a tide 
of inflowing capital turned away. 
“Colorado will spend money and energy 
in making her show a success. he 
made a much better display at Chicago 
than California in the matter of min- 
erals and mining. If she is permitted 
to do the Freemans = here in San n- 
cisco, it will be nothing short of dis- 


graceful. 

‘‘What is needed is money and energy. 
The energy is being expended by the 
committee having the State’s mining 
exhibit in charge. The committee 13 
made up of men selected by the Miners 
Association. They are familiar with the 
State’s mineral resources. They are 
full of ideas for showing these resources 
to the best advantage. But their en- 
ergy will not be effective if the mining 
men of California do not earnestly 
second their efforts and place sufficient 
money in ge Bag re to enable them 
to carry out r ideas. 

“This is not a time for stinting, but 
for liberality. It is a time for pushing 
forward, not hanging back. If the 
miners of California neglect their pres- 


pros rity.”’ 
Contributions exceeding $3000 have 
recently been received by the commit- 
tee having the California mining ex- 
hibit in charge. 

Many mine-owners ere agreeing to 
send ore to the quartz mill, which is 
to be in operation, and to donate to the 
committee the net proceeds resulting 
from the milling of the ore.

Define Their Position on the 
Midwinter Fair. 


Not Opposed to It, but They Intend to Nave 
~ @ Local Exhibit to Entertain the 
Visitors Who May 


The Executive Committee of the 
Merchants’ Association have prepared 
the following on the matter of the re- 
ported disagreement between the as- 
sociation and the Midwinter Fair Com- 
mittee: 

“There has been, and seems to be 
still a general misunderstanding in 
reference to the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion of Los Angeles and the Midwinter 
Fair to be held in San Francisco. In 
order to place the association in the 
proper light before the public, and es- 
pecially those who are deeply inter- 
ested in this subject, we would briefly 
state that at one of the earliest meet- 
ings of this association, the following 
resolutions .were passed, and are en- 
grossed upon the minutes: That the 
Merchants’ Association is in no way, 
shape or manner, opposed to the Mid- 
winter Fair, which is to be held in San 
Francisco: on the contrary, it is the 
earnest wish and hope of this associa- 
tion that it will be an enormous suc- 
cess, and a lasting credit to the State 
of California. 

“That was the position of the asso- 
ciation then, and it remains so today. 
Why the misunderstanding arose can 
only be explained in the following 
manner: At one of the meetings of 
this association, it was resolved th-t 
we hold a floral citrus display and 
art exhibit in Los Angeles in order to 
entertain the visitors who would stop 
at our city. This was misconstrued by 
a number of people who thought we 
were going to hold an opposition fair 
here. Nothing was further from our 
minds than this, as the principal fea- 
ture of the fair. which we propose to 
hold here will be a floral one, knowing 
full well that it would be a hard mat- 
ter to make a proper citrus display jin 
view of the fact that the citrus-grow- 
ers were all going to send their fruits 
to San Francisco. 

“In reference to our fair here, we 
propose to hold one, and are now hard 
at work arranging for it, and we in- 
tend making it one of the grandest 
displays that has ever been held in 
Southern California.” 

At a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee held yesterday afternoon, it 
was moved by Mr. Jevne, and carried, 
that a committee of three be appointed 
to take charge of the local fair. 

On this committee were appointed 
Messrs. H. Jevne, T. A, Gardner and 
H. Siegel. 

It was decided also that the fair 
should be called the Los 
Floral. Citrus and Art Exhibit. 

The committee appointed will go 
ahead at once with the preparatory 
work, 


MIDWINTER FAIR NOTES. 


Superintendent Wiggins Getting Things in 
Shape. 

With the exhibits brought back from 
Chicago, Superintendent Wiggins has 
had unpacked and displayed fourteen 
varieties of potatoes, from Canada and 
Nova Scotia, and a half-dozen varieties 
of corn from the Eastern Stgtes. They 
are on the Chamber of Commerce ta- 
bles, and farmers can see and compare 
them with California products. ; 
Inquiries are rolling in fast as to 
what description of exhibits are wanted 
for the Midwinter Fair. Mr. Wiggins 
says that anything can be brought in, 
and it will be passed upon and de- 
cided whether it is of the nature and 
quality desired. Everything is wanted 
that will sustain and increase Southern 
California’s dlready great reputation. 
The fact should be borne in mind 
that exhibitors cannot enter into com- 
petition with other localities in the 
Southern California building, but only 
in the main buildings, except at the 
Citrus Fair. 

It would be well for localities desir- 
ing to make exhibits to apply to 
Superintendent Wiggins immediately, 
as he cannot visit all locations, and 
it should be known as soon as possible 
what space is required. Parties from 
Pasadena have already made applica- 
tion for space for exhibits from that 
locality. it must also be borne in 
mind that while it is utterlyeimpossi- 
ble to assign any locality any great ex- 
tent of territory, it is desirable that 
all should be represented. 

Those having ornamental plants or 
trees for decorative features, are re- 
quested to make the fact known, that 
it may be decided where they can be 
worked in to best effect in the build- 
ing. Each individual making an ex- 
hibition in this line will receive due 
credit, by label or card. 

Word has just been received that 
Riverside will erect a Ferris wheel in 
oranges. Other localities are figuring 
industriously on the nature of their dis- 

lay. 

” The model farm is coming on finely. 
A meeting was held yesterday, and the 
design adopted. N. H. Hosmer of 
Sierra Madre is chairman of that com- 
mittee, and he is enthusiastic Over the 
creat success of the scheme. Fred 
Behre is computing proportions, and 
perfecting plans; a suburban resident 
is engaged to construct a miniature 
house and barn, that shall be models 
of elegance and thoroughly representa- 
tive of the most beautiful Southern 
California homes, and a woman, skilled 
in artistic work, is expected to submit. 
a design today for an orchard of full 
bearing orange trees. The trees are 
to be five-year-olds, lusty in foliage, and 
loaded with green and ripening fruit. 
A .few lemon trees will probably be 
interspersed. Irrigation will be repre- 
sented by real basins, ditches, hydrants, 


hose, etc., with men and horses at 
work, and with actual runfiing wa- 
ter. After the usual custom in South- 


ern California orchards, an _ alfalfa 
patch of great. luxuriance will be in* 
troduced in one corner.

WATTERSON’S ELOQUENT WORDS 


A Great Democrat and Brave Confederate 
Soldier on Pensions. 

To the Editor of the New York 
Press—Sir: Every one of the Press’ 
500,000 daily readers will be interested 
in this: / 

Henry Watterson, editor of the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal, lectured in Daéay- 
ton, O., on Tuesday evening. In the 
afternoon of the same day he visited 
the Soldiers’ National Home, and briefly 
addressed the inmates, saying, among 
other things: 

“T am not here to cajole you with 
pretty phrases. There was a war be- 
tween the ' sections. In that war I 
served the Confederacy; served the 
Union, Each of us did his best on his 
side: each was a creature of circum- 
stance; each thought he was right. PEx- 
cept for the slain, except for the widow 
and orphan, none of us, I hope, has 
any regret to offer for the part he bore 
in the fight. If he was brave and hon- 
est, a true soldier and a good man, 
it matters little where he stood. When 


the God of the wibeleie~a merciful, ag 
well as a just God—will not stop to ask 
the color of the cloth worn by any in 
this world, Upon such a question there 


can be no partyism. It rises above 
and ‘beyond the contracted sphere of 
political organism. 

“Parties, like dogs, have their day, 
They rise and fall. The right of maa 
to govern himself is eternal. May i¢ 
never be taken away or abridged oe 
this continent; may it grow with the 
growth strengthen with the 
strength of the republic; may it exist 
in every part of the republic, the solar 
light of our system, which neither 
prejudice nor ignorance can obscure. f 
assure you that I am gjad to be here, 
in order that I may say these things. 
I am only sorry that I have not the 
power to compel their recognition 
everywhere. 

“T should like to be autocratic for one 
day. I wwvuld double the pension of 
every one of you. I would multiply in- 
stitutions of this kind. And, in dealing 
out the beneficences of government 
with no niggardly hand. I would nos 
stop on Mason and Dixon’s line. 

“We are not a malignant people. We 
are a race of practical philosophers, 
and each one of us is statesman enough 
to know that the war is over. We may 
wish it had never begun. But since 
that it is an idle wish, let us bless God 
that we are well out of it, and that it 
lost us no more than it did. You are 
the honored guests of a grateful na- 
tion. You have earned on the battle. 
field all that you enjoy. I rejoice that 
it is so, and the man that would not 
rejoice is a bad man. 

“I am sorry that every poor, maimed 
soldier in the land, no matter which 
cause he served, cannot be well pro- 
vided for. I would pension them all— 
that is, if I were autocrat—and let the 
politicians make the most of it. I will » 
not detain you further. I meant at the 
outset merely to answer your generous 
greeting with a few kindly words, I 
know my own heart, I feel toward you 
precisely the same as I should feel 
toward the same number of Confderate 
soldiers. I certainly feel at home in the 
midst of you, and am only sorry that 
my stcy is not long enough to make 
the acquaintance of each one of you. 

‘‘Let us henceforth remember always 
that,, no matter how we fought once, 
we are all once more soldiers of the one 
great Union: that squabble as we will 
over current political issues, we are 
mutually and equally in the destiny of 
a comn.on country, the South saying 
to the North, as Ruth said to Naomi: 
‘Where thou goest, I will go; where 
thou lodgest, I will lodge; thy people 
— be my people, and thy God my

Brought to Los Angeles and 
Landed in Jail. ~ 


Death of the Woman Early Yester- 
day Morning. 


Aguiler Says Ne Can Prove His Innocence 
His Priends Insist That He is the 
Victim of a Deep-feia 
Pilot. 


A. Aguilar, the wretch who so hor- 
ribly burned his wife at the home of 
her parents on Kuhrts street, Thursday, 
by pouring burning off over her body, 
was arrested near Anaheim, yesterday 
morning by the City Marshal at that 
place, George Stedman. After com- 
mitting the horrible deed he had at once 
set out for his former home, probably 
thinking that as there were no eye- 
witnesses to the burning he would 
not be immediately suspected. 

Deputy Sheriffs William Cline and M. 
T. Bowler went down with the warrant 
as soon as the news of the capture was 
received and brought the prisoner to 
the County Jail late in the evening. 
“For the speedy apprehension of the 
erfminal considerable credit is due 
Sheriff Cline and his energetic assist- 
ants. As soon as the matter was re- 
ported at the office the Sheriff kept the 
telegraph wires busy for some time in- 
forming the officers in all parts of 
Southern California of the man’s 
escape, and it was upon one of these 
telegrams that the City Marshal at 
Anaheim was able to make the arrest. 

While Aguilar was being brought 
back to the scene of his crime the re- 
mains of the woman he had so fright- 
fully murdered, lay at the undertaking 
parlors of Orr & Co. awaiting burial. 

Mrs. Aguilar died yesterday morning 
at 5 o’clock, in great agony. Later the 
Coroner held an inquest, and the jury 
returned a verdict that she came to her 
death from the effects of being burned 
by having her body saturated with 
lighted oil thrown upon her by her 
husband. 

Feeling against the Mexican was very 
intense in and about the city, yesterday, 
and while there was general indigna- 
tion expressed on all sides, and some 
neated talk by immediate friends of the 
Silvas family, there was nothing that 
would indicate that anything like law- 
lessness was contemplated. 

The deputy sheriffs arrived in town 
with their prisoner at 6:50 o’clock last 
night. The train upon which they rode 
slowed up at Seventh street to let 
them off, and Aguilar was walked up 
to the jail, by a circuitous route, arriv- 
ing about 8 o’clock. The anticipated 
demonstration did not materialize and, 
but a small crowd had gathered at the 
First-street depot to get a look at the 
murderer, which promptly dispersed 
when it was learned that he had left 
the train. 


AT THE JAIL. 


Arrival of the Prisoner—He Protests His 
Innocence. 

The supposed wife murderer, Abram 

Aguilar, was brought to this city from 

Anaheim Jast evening, and at 8 o’clock 


was safely landed in one of the tanks 


at the County Jail. 


The news that he had been captured: 
was wired to the Sheriff’s office yester 


day morning, and within about half an’ 
hour’s time Deputy Sheriffs M. T. Bow- 
ler and William Cline were aboard the 
11 o’clock train, speeding toward the 
place where the accused had been cap- 
tured. “Upon reaching Anaheim some- 
what of a crowd had collected, but no 
especially hostile demonstration was 
made. In fact, a number of those in 
the crowd appeared to be Aguilar’s 
friends. 

The deputies learned that the pris- 
oner had not yet been brought to town, 
and concluded that he had been taken 
to Fullerton in order to avoid the 
créwd. They started for that place, 
but found afterward that Aguilar was 
being taken to Anaheim, and, there- 
fore, returned to that place. 

City Marshal George Stedman had 
located the accused on the Kramer 
ranch, and had watched all night the 
house where he staid in order to catch 
him as soon as he came out in the 
morning. 

The two deputy sheriffs assumed 
éharge of the prisoner, and boarded 
the train for this citv. The number of 
pecple waiting at the First-street station 
to see the train comein was nota large 
one. but it was somehow reported on 
the incoming train that it was other- 
wise. The deputies, accordingly got off 
with their prisoner at Seventh street 
and walked to Main street, where they 
took a car. 

Sheriff Cline was waiting at the sta- 
tion with a hack, but finding that the 
party had taken another route, to 
reach the destination, he drove directly 
to the fail. . 

When the deputies, with their pris- 
oner, reached Temple street, they left 
the car, followed by quite a crowd. It 
was dark by this time,and Aguilar’s 
brother. who was with the party, was 
readily mistaken for the prisoner. De 
uty Bowler and the brother accordingly 
started for the front entrance of the 
jail, followed by the crowd, while Dep- 
uty Cline, in charge of the accused, 
quietly went around and entered at the 
rear door. 

To a reporter the prioner would 
have but little to say. He protested 
that he was innocent of the crime 
charged against him, and, except for a 
slight nervousness, did not appear to 
be particularly affected by the turn af- 
fairs had taken. 

He said he had been out of town 
all of this week, and had not met his 
wife for a number of weeks. He be- 


lieved, and was, in fact, confident he 


could prove his innocence.

Arrest of the Alleged Murderer—Will Try to 


Prove an Alibi. 

SANTA ANA, Dec. 7.—(Special.) The 
publication in The Times yesterday of 
the fiendish attempt of Abram Agui- 
lar, an Orange-county Mexican, to 
roast his child-wife alive by pouring 
oil over her. and then setting her on 
fire. at the home of the girl’s mother 
in Los Angeles, was startling news in 
this county to many people who have 
known Aguilar for the past twenty 
years to be a peaceable citizen. But 
now comes the strangest part of the 
story. Aguilar was arrested near Olive 
Thursday by Marshal Steadman of 
Anaheim, while he was driving a 
wagon loaded with grain from the 
Kraemer ranch to the Olive’ mills. 
Aguilar seemed very much surprised 
when the officer told him what he was 
arrested for. and said that he was not 
near Los Angeles yesterday—Wednes- 
day, the day the crime was committed; 
that he was on the Kraemer ranch all 
day working with his team, and that 
he knew nothing whatever of the 
crime in Los Angeles. ong others 
who saw Aguilar at work on the Krae- 
mer ranch Wednesday, was R. H. 
Seale of Anaheim. It is believed that 
Aguilar will have no trouble whatever 
in proving an alibi in which case the 
question remains. who committed the 


fiendish outrage in Los Angeles, and 


what was his motive? When it is 
remembered that Aguilar is the Mexi- 
can who was a short time ago charged 
with sending obscene matter threugh 
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the United States mails to his wife, 
and it was subsequently proven that 
the fellow could not read nor write, 
and that he had evidently been the 
victim of a conspiracy, the mystery 
-of the crime in Los Angeles Wednes- 
day deepens. Aguilar was taken to 
— — on the noon train yester- 
ay. 


AT ANAHEIM. 


A Great Mistake Believed to Nave Been Made 
Somewhere. 

ANAHBIM, Dec. 7.—(Special.) Ab- 
ram Aguilar, the man who was accuse4 
in Thursday morning’s Los Angeles pa- 
pers of having roasted his wife alive 
| Wednesday afternoon at her parents’ 

home in that city, and then escaped, 
it was thought toward Mexico, was 
captured Wednesday afternoon by Con- 
stable Landell of Anaheim, and at once 
brought to this city, and the Los An- 
geles officers notified. Deputy Sheriff 
Will Cline and a brother officer came 
down on the first train and took the 
prisoner up with them on the evening 
train. Aguilar was hauling grain near 
Olive Heights when arrested. : 

The reading of the account of the hor 
rible deed above referred to in Thurs- 
day morning’s papers, and the coupling 
of Aguilar’s name with the tragedy, 
was a great surprise to the people of 
this city, many of whom had known 
Aguilar for fifteen to twenty years, 
and had always known him as a peace- 
ful, law-abiding citizen; they could not 
bring themselves to believe him guilty 
of a crime so atrocious and inhuman. 
It is believed there is a great mistake 
somewhere, as the accused has been 
working on the Kraemer ranch north 
of this city for a long time past, and 
three of our reputable citizens will tes- 
tify to having eaten dinner at the same 
table with him at the ranch Wednes- 
day (the day the deed was committed) 
and others will testify to having seen 
him at work on the ranch the whole 
of that day. 

Abram Aguilar was married to the 
woman, Silvas, some three months ago, 
but his wife left him shortly after the 
marriage and went back to Los Ange- 
les to live with her mother, and re- 
fused to return to her husband. 
Aguilar shortly afterwari advertised 
that his wife had left him, and that 
he would not be responsible for any 
debts of her contracting. The outcome 
of the trial of Aguilar is awaited with 
much interest. 

A VICTIM OF A DEEP-LAID PLOT. 

ANAHEIM, Dec. 7.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The friends and neighbors 
of Abram Aguilar, are satisfied that a 
deep-laid plot set by his wife’s famil 
exists in working against him. He 
accused of setting fire to his wife in 
Les Angeles at noon yesterday, when, 
in fact, he was laboring on a ranch 
near Anaheim at the very hour when 
the woman was burning. Aguilar was 
eating dinner with four companions, 
reputable citizens of the community, 
who have sworn to affidavits protesting 
that Aguilar is innocent of the terrible 
charge against him. His friends here, 
who have known him for upward of a 
score of years, fully believe no 
gmiounds exist for his arrest, yet he 
is taken from work and cast in jail. 
The cause of it is a plot on the part 
of his wife’s family. Aguilar was ar- 
rested while on his way to the Olive 
mill, with a loa of wheat, this morn- 
ing. He worked all day yesterday 
with a number of companions, and ate 
dinner with than. He could not have 
been in Los Angeles, and was not seen 
by his wife, as she is reported to have 
said. He arose at 4 o’clock, and at 
daylight set out for the mill with Ed 
Kraemer, with whom he had been 
working. He came to Anaheim imedi- 
ately on being arrested, and was taken 
to Los Angeles in the afternoon by 
officers. Aguilar was recently arrested 
on a charge of sénding obscene letters 
to his wife, and was acquitted. He can 
neither read nor write. At the trial 
| his mother-in-law was heard to say, in 
Spanish, that she would have ven- 
geance. Recently she and her daughter 
were here requesting Aguilar to take 
his wife back. He refused to have any- 
thing to do with her, and the couple 
left. Aguilar is a persecuted man, and 
entirely innocent of both charges 
brought against him. .

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WEDDED IN HASTE. 


The 


Bradbury-Banning 
Secret Marriage. 


It Was a Very Neatly-planned 
Elopement 


With Some Rather Peculiar Features 
Connected With It. 


The Most Intimate Friends of the Contract- 
ing Parties Were Ignorant of Their 
Where .bou s -The Preach- 
er'’s Story.

The marriage of John Bradbury and 
Miss Lucy Banning of. this city, in 
Oakland, on Monday last, an account 
of which was published in the tele- 
graphic columns of The Times, Tues- 
day morning, contiues to furnish con- 
siderable material for the space-writers 
of the San Francisco papers. The 
Chronicle of Wednesday, after giving 
a lengthy sketch of the young couple, 
their financial status and social stand- 
ing, publishes the following additional 
details of the affair: 

“Something over a week ago young 
Bradbury one evening strode into the 
Palacé and recorded his name. Some- 
where near the same time the young 
lady now his wife was mentioned in the 
society columns as having appeared at 
a reception, in which she assisted some 
young ladies, and afterward she ap- 
peared’ to have been the guest of the 
family .of S. G. Murphy, the banker. 

“But, notwithstanding all this, it was 
said yesterday that the relatives of the 
contracting parties had been surprised 
by their absence, and kept the wires hot 
in order to find out where they were. 

“When it was found that they had 
gone off together there was consterna- 
tion in two homes. Nothing was now 
left but marriage, and the sooner the 
nuptial knot was tied the better it 
would be all around. This was the way 
ihe relatives looked at the matter, for 
they knew that young Bradbury had 
a will of his own and was liable to be 
a little stubborn if things did not go his 
way. 

“It is said that he sent a telegram 
south to his relatives informing them 
of his whereabouts, and asking them 
if he married a girl of his choice would 
everything be all right. He was quickly 
informed by them that it would be 
all right, and so the young man g@vas 
braced up for the final move. In the 
meantime Miss Banning found herself 
in a peculiar position.

“The couple took the license-book, 
and for themselves they saw that the 


proper date had been placed on the 
stub. Now just why the couple were 
so particular about that date is not 


known. but there is certainly a story 
behind that little episode. The clerk

GREAT PASTURES OF TEXAS. 


Enormous Areas Under the Control of a Sin- 
gle Management. 

(St. Louis Globe-Democrat:) Very 

few people ata distance, in thinking of 

western Texas, understaod that nearly 


the whole isat present fenced up in| 


mammoth pastures, yet such is the case. 
Many ot them are larger than ordinary 
counties, and some of them embrace 
large parts of three or four counties. 

Just west of Belcherville, Tex., come 
the Silverstein, the Ikard. and the Wor- 
sham pastures. The latter contains 
50,000 acres, and has one line of fence 
twenty-three miles tong. Pastures of 
about this size continue in almost un- 
broken succession until we reach Arm- 
strong county. There we find what is 
known as the Goodnight ranch, the 
southern boundary of which isa little 
string of fence eighty-three miles long. 
Charley Goodnight, as the owner is fa- 
miliarly known, is considered one of the 
richest men inthe Panhandle butI really 
feel sorry for his boys if he ever sends 
them out on a hot afternoon to stop hog 
holes in that line of fence. It is hardly 
likely that this will be the case, however, 
as all fences in this country are built to 
turn cattle and without reference to 
hogs. There isa little railway station 
called Goodnight, which consists of the 
Goodnight residence and the depot. 
Mr. Goodnight lives in almost baronical 
style. His park contains deer, a drove 
of elks and one of the_few herds of buf- 
faloes to be found in the United States. 

Another fair-sized holding of land is 
that of the Espinella Cattle Company. 
This contains over 1,500.000 acres, 
and takes in parts of Dickens, Crosby 
and Emma counties. ‘if the land were 
in the form of a square it would be 
about fifty miles each way. The Mat- 
terdore is smaller, but still includes 
rather more than 1,000,000 acres. 
These,are both owned by syndicates, 
with headquarters in London, and they 
are only two selected at random out of 
alarge number. They have their bear- 
ing on State politics. If it were not for 
the railroad commission, the uniform 
text book bill and the alien land-holder 
question, Texas politics would not be 
worth shucks. 

The largest of these alien land hold- 
ings belongs to what is called the Cap- 
itol syndicate. A few years ago the old 
Capitol at Austin burned down, and it 
was decided to build another on a mag- 
nificent scale. An English syndicate 
agreed to putit up, and in payment 
therefor, thev received 3,000,000 
acres of public lands. Does the reader 
realize how big 3,000,000 acres of 
land is’? Imagine a slice of land 
twenty-four miles wide and extending 
clear across the State of Missouri at the 
northern oorder. Such a strip would 
include the whole northern tier of coun- 
ties, and would be larger than several 
States ofthe Union. This would be 
about the extent of the Capitol syndi- 
cate’s pasture. Few people have any 
idea that there is such a thing as a sin- 
gle pasture, in one body and within one 
fence, larger than some Statesin the 
Union, yet such is the fact. More than 
that, it is owned by a foreign syndicate. 
It takes in half of Deaf Smith county 

Another large pasture is the 
X. L. T. Cattle Company. gins 
with the Colorado line and tt sev- 
eral counties back this way. The Fort 
Worth and Denverrailroad runs through 
it. Some idea of its size may be gath- 
ered from the fact that the regular 
night express train enters on the south 
side of the pasture at 11:05, and, after 
continuous running, leaves it at 3:20 
next morning. A pasture which it 
takes an express train three hours and 
a quarter to cross would be considered 
large in some countries. 


RESIDED IN A CAR. 


How an Eccentric German Did the Sights of 
His Country's Capital. 

Prof. Heinrich Brugsch, of the Uni- 
versity of Berlin, the most. distin- 
guished of living egyptologists, is pub- 
lishing “‘My Life and Wanderings,” 
which are interesting, not only on ac- 
count of the revelation of the author's 
personality, and the reminiscences of 
celebrated scientists of the earlier half 
of this century. which they contain, but 
also by the anecdotes which the great 
savant has a happy faculty of relating. 
One of them, quoted by the Philadel- 
phia Ledger, may furnish a hint to 
some of our own “globe trotters.’’ On 
Prof. Brugsch’s first visit to Alexandria 
he lodged with an original named Bau- 
ernhorst, by birth a Mecklenburger, and 
a man of gigantic strength and _stat- 
ure. who combined the office of Prus- 
sian vice consul with the conduct of a 
wine shop. He was generally known by 
the sobriquet gf “Father Langfeld.”’ 
He rendered important service in many 
ways, and Prof. Brugsch made him 
promise that if ever he came to Berlin 
again he would visit him. 

Some vears afterward Father Lang- 
feld appeared one morning at the pro- 
fessor’s rooms in Berlin. After the cus-

Stay three days longer. Now, Herr 
Doctor, put on your coat and visit me 
in my hotel, Let the cabman drive us 
whither he will.

Father Langfield. had already ‘‘done”’

same fashion, and firmly believed it 
was the only .way to see the world. He 


subsequently applied his systen’ with 


equal success to Paris and London. 
It has merits: whether they are not 
more than counterbalanced ‘by its dis- 
advantages each individual must de- 
termine for himself.

SOLICITOR THURSTON’S VIEWS.

John M. Thurston, general so- 
licitor for the Union Pacific, has just 
returned from St. Louis, and expresses 
himself at length as to the question of 
the disintegration of the Union Pacific 
system, which has been exploited for 
the pasf week, also touching the action 
of the German bondholders of the Ore- 
gon Railway and Navigation Company. 
Of the latter move, he says: 

“This action is by no means a sur- 
prise. It is a preliminary step much de- 
sired by the receivers of the Union Pa- 
cific, who have wanted to transact mat- 
ters pertaining to the receivership with 
some one person or bank authorized to 
act on behalf of the stockholders. This 
has been done. There is no fear of the 
dismemberment of the system, as the 
interests of the Union Pacific are. too 
closely interwoven to be lightly~ 
aside. There is nothing suspicious 
about the meeting of the German stock- 
halders in Berlin. It is only a prelimi- 
narye step in assisting the receivers to 
manipulate the property for the best 
interests of all concerned. 

“If the Unton Pacific, Denver and 
Gulf system, under a _ hew . receiver, 
should fail to meet the interest pay- 
ment on the Colorado Central mort- 
gage, the bondholders under that mort- 
gage would commence foreclosure pro- 
ceedings, asking the segregation of the 
Colorado Central lines from the bal- 
ance of the Gulf system, and would un- 
doubtedly be entitled to a separate re- 
ceiver pending foreclosure.”” . 

REINHART'S TOUR.

Her father was the late 
Baron Simon Sina Von Hodas und Kiz- 
dia, and’ her mother a member of the 
famous Roumanian family of Ghika.

The third daughter, Helene, on No- 
vember 23, 1862, when she was but 17 
years old, married Prince Gregory Yp- 
Silanti, a native of Epirus and a son of 
Demetrius Ypsilanti, whose valorous 
deeds in the Greek revolution made the 
name of Ypsilanti famous throughout 
the world. During the siege of the city 
of Napulia, Demetrius, with a small 
body of Greeks, one night sallied forth 
and attacked the enemy, creating so 
much terror among the Turks that they 
raised the siege the next day. 

Prince Gregory Ypsilanti was the 
Greek envoy in Vienna for many years. 
He was a man of independent means, 
aside from the great fortune brought to 
him by his wife, and served his coun- 
try for honor alone, refusing all com- 
pensation for his duties as diplomatic 
representative in Austria. 

Prince Gregory Ypsilanti died in 
Paris on February 20, 1886 and was 
succeeded as head of his family by his 
eldest son, Prince Emmanuel, who is 
now a lad of 16. Three weeks after his 
death the bankruptcy of the Princess 
was announced, to the amazement of 
the aristocratic circles of Vienna and 


Athens. Prince Gregory had been 
a man of apparently quiet and 
retiring disposition, but he and 
his wife had managed to get 
rid of $25,000,000 in ten years, and 


the widowed Princess found herself
